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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Markovics (4,627,640). Markovics '640 discloses a package decoration with pop-up 
display comprising: a foldable panel sized to overlie a portion of a side of a package, the 
foldable panel having a fold line along which the foldable panel folds and which defines 
a first section (10) and a second section 912) of the foldable panel that overlie each 
other when the foldable panel that overlie each other when the foldable panel is filed 
along the fold line, and a pop-up display affixed to the foldable panel and formed of one 
or more sheets that are configured to fold into generally flat and compact configuration 
that is at least partially enclosed between the first and second sections of the foldable 
panel when the foldable panel is folded along the fold line, the pop-up display is affixed 
to each of the first and second sections of the foldable panel and expands from the flat 
and compact configuration between the first and second sections of the foldable panels 
when the first and second sections overlie each other to form a three dimensional 
display when the foldable panel is opened along the fold line to position the first and 
second sections extending from each other along the fold line. See Figure 1-5 
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embodiments. The foldable album of Markovics '640 can indeed be construed as a pop- 
up display. 

With respect to claim 2, note the ribbon strips (22) and (24) which can inherently 
hold the panel to a package. 

With respect to the pop-up display being used with a package, a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See 
In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 
939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Markovics 
'640. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide a greeting card section displaying a greeting on the 
panel to make it more pleasing to the consumer. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicants arguments filed May 24, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With respect to the pop-up display being used with a package, a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See 
In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 
939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963).
